11, the daily net expenditure for tfte 
war had been $17,500,000.

About $17,500,000 a 


London, Sept. 15.-^The seventh vote 
of credit since the outbreak of the war, 
bringing up the total to £1,262,000,000 
($6,310,000,000), was moved in the house 
of commons this afternoon by Premier 
Asquith. The amoimt asked for today 
was £250,000,000 ($1,250,000,000). 


The premier 
also . announced 
;that 
nearly 3,000,000 men had enlisted. He 
made this statement in reviewing the 
financial and military situations so far 
as military exigencies permitted,' but 
this requirement necessitated in many 
Instances only vague references to the 
trend of events.' 


The growing expendituvcs for the war 
were emphasized by the premier. 
He 


said the average dftUv, cost from April 
1 to the end of June was £2,700,000 
($13,500,000); from July 1 to 17, £3,- 
000,000; from July 18 to Sepfc ll, £3,r 
500,000, or about $17,500,000

Threats also have been made against 
the town of Mercedes,

twenty 
niiles from here. A few days ago a 
number of strange Mexicans were no- 
ticed here. At tlie same time several 
trusted Mexican household. servants ad- 
vised their employers to leave because 
they had heard the bandits were going 
to attack. San Benito citizens yesterday 
asked Col. Bullard, at Harlingen, for 
more troops. Ranchers armed Avith rifles 
began coming in, bringing their fa'tailies 
in automobiles. 
They said they were 
uneasy about the approach of Mexican 
Independence day, Sept. 16, the celebra 
tion of which begins today. 
They said 
^Mexicans in the country were "talking 
bad." 


Col. Bullard, at Harlingen, sent in 
response to San Benito's call, infantry 
and cavalry here, and Col." A. P. Block- 
som, at Brownsville, ordered out a troop 
train to bring more infantry.

English Capital a Fortress, 


Says Vön Reventlow 
N 'in Justification. 


Berlin, 
Sept. 
15.—(Via 
London)— 
Count von Reventlow, the naval writer, 
replies in the Tages Zeitung today to 
British criticisms of German 
airship 
raids over London. He states that Lon- 
don is a fortress and that Sir Percy 
Scott, the newly appointed defênder-of 
the city from aerial attacks should or- 
der the civil population of London to 
depart. 


The count asserts it is not Ger- 
many's responsibility that the fortress 
of London, attacked many times, has 
not been evacuated, and states that the 
failure of the British government to 
order the people to abandon it shows 
"disdainful disregard of the principles 
ef humanity, civilization and interna- 
tional law." 


The airship attacks Count von Re- 
ventlow insists, are legal and of a 
purely military character, aimed at the 
destruction of vessels, wharves, maga- 
zines and other property of war pur- 
poses directly or indirectly. 
Asserting 
that against such operations not one 
syllable can be spoken, he concludes: 


"We hope confidently that the saying 
'browing bombs on London' will soon 
be as trite as the phrase 'carrying coals 
to Newcastle' with the notable differ- 
ence, however, that in Newcastle there 
are coals enough while in London by 
far too few German bombs have thus 
far exploded.' "

Washington, Sept. 15.—By employing 
rigid economy the bureaXi of engraving 
and printing has met the scarcity of dye- 
stuffs resulting from-war in Europe and 
now has available enough pigments to 
color the government's 
money

stamps for , six months. By the end of 
that period Director Ralph, of the bureau, 
believes that either a supply of colors 
made in America will be available or that 
arrangements will be made for securing 
ample shipments from Germany. 
When 
war broke out the bureau succeeded in 
buying a year's supply of the necesaary 
blues and reds for postage stamps. The 
amount of color used in inks was reduced 
to a minimum, even at the risk in «ome 
cases of making the printed product a 
trifle paler than normal. 


During the last year the bureau has 
obtained several small lots of colore and 
a good si2ed shipment from Germany was 
secured through diplomatic negotiations.

prospect in respect to corn. 
Thé drop will total nearly 3,000,000,000 
bushels—to be exact, 2,985,000,000 bush- 
els.

Oats will 
yierd 1,408,OOOsOftd bushçls-^the second 
.largest crop in the history of the coun- 
try. All tlie minor crops, too, show sim- 
ilar returns and with them, as with the 
principal cereals, higher prices are the. 
rule. 


The nation at large, in a commercial 
sense, has always been percuiiarly sen- 
sitive to crop returns. 
Crops are the 
'foundation of our prosperity. 
Abund- 
ance has always meant a strengthening 
of business confidence. Particularly has 
this been true of wheat. 
It has always 
been and still is the great "sentiment" 
builder. 
WTien its yield is large, busi- 
ness thrives; when it is small,-business 
is sluggish. 
This year the yield is un- 
precedently large, and the prices are 
high and firm, with conditions generally 
favorable to their remaining so. In ad- 
dition, we have the imusual combination 
of the second greatest crops of cÔrn 
and oats ever harvested in the United 
States and prices for these <iereala also 
are high and firm. 


Business can hardly fail to respond to 
the impetus that these great crops are 
bound to exert. There Is an abundance 
of capital—money at cheap rates and 
more pouring in from Europe 
every 
day—to move the crops without cutting 
tete 
the money needed in mercantile 
business. No stringency is possible. Nor 
is there the slightest evidence thus far 
of any disposition on the part of the 
farmers to hoard their money. 
On the 
contrary, it is apparent that they are 
putting it into circulation. 
No better 
pr66f of this is needed that their liberal 
purôhaees of motor cars.

Speaker at Meeting of 
Realty Men. 


That Fort Wayne is growinjr and cx- 
t)andinj; was shown beyond any doubt 
by fiiTures submitted by Postmaster Ed- 
ward C. Miller at the meetinff of the 
Fort Wayne Real Estate exchange Tues- 
day evening, at the Commercial club, J^S 
one indication of the city's growth he 
said that in 1886 the grounds upon which 
thé present building is located at Bsrry 
and Clinton streets, were purchased for 
$35,000, 
and in 1889 the building 
was 
erected. 
In 1910, when the government 
asked for an appraisement of the prop- 
erty a committee of Teal estate 
and 
business nien of 
the 
city valued tjie 
property at $331,000, allowing $110,000 
for the grounds. 


Mr. Miller said that 
last year 
the 
Fort Wayne postoffice 
paid to its em- 
ployes $199,000 and that the volume of 
business has increased betAveen 7 and 8 
per cent. 
The office now has 
fifty-three 
city carriers, fifteen rural carriers, forty- 
three clerks, 
forty-seven 
postal clerks 
working in and out of the city, all of 
whom come under the jurisdiction of the 
local 
office 
and 
receive 
their 
pay 
through the Fort W^ayne office. The an- 
nual receipts of the office average $360,- 
<100, not including the registered mail, 
postal savings and several other depart- 
ments. 


Wants Automobile Service. 


The postmaster said he. is ni»w work 
ing for an automobile service for the 
handling of the parcel post, which, he 
said, would increase the volume in this 
d-^partment by handling 
parcels direct 
from the business houses to the postof- 
fice, instead of through the main office 
and sub-stations. 
He declared ,that tbe 
real estate men could greatly aid in the 
lioatal service of the city by placing, side- 
walks in all additions they plat. 


The following interesting 
figures,were 
jriven by the postmaster: 
Average num- 
ber of pieces of mail handled by eac.1 
carrier is 1,029, weighing 112 pounds; 
carriers on foot average twelve and one- 
half miles a day and the mounted twen- 
ty-one a n d . one-half 
miles; 
avei-age 
daily route of a carrier covers ten square 
miles, serving 1,767 
people; 
sixty per 
cent, of the people of Fort Wayne have 
mail boxes at their residences; number 
of pieces of mail averaged daily by car- 
riers from the office is 46,000, weighing 
4.S16 pounds and from all departments 
(•;ich day-54,500 pieces. It was voted to 
make the Anthony hotel 
headquarters 
(Inring the convention of the 
Indiana 
Heal Estate association here October 20 
and 21. One of the features of the en-

Washington, September 15.—How ev- 
try phase of American Industry 
has 
been benefited by the world war was 
o"utlined in an official statement today 
by the department of commerce, fore- 
casting the effect of the conflict on the 
industrial future of the country. 


"The blow in the face received by 
American industries through conditions 
brought about by the European war, 
has acted as a tonic, has forced the na- 
tiitti to create new branches and enlarge 
the scope of existing phases of mai\}ifac- 
ture, opened the way to utilize, on a 
vast scale, great natural resources of 
the United States, and induced manu- 
facturers anrt merchants 
to 
exjpand 
their markets into foreign fields with 
prospects, of permanent 
results," says 
the statement. 


"American ingenuity has been applied 
with succesa to the making of srticles 
prsviously imported, and among those 
t»ho have shown conspicuous ability, in 
meeting the situation, , an 
important 
place is given to Thomas A. Edison, 


'America's scientific wizard,' who has had 
a great part in the enterprise a«d ini- 
tiative required to build, at a moment's 
notice, some of the new American man- 
ufactures required b>' the emergency. 


"A review of the chief industries min- 
istering particularly to the temporary 
needs of the belligerents across the At- 
lantic shows that the final outcome will 
be a very material addition to 
the 
manufacturing 
plants 
of the United 
States. 
Part of 
this 
plant will 
be 
simply 
anticipatory 
of 
the 
normal 
growth of the country's 
mechanical 
equipment; part must lie idle in time 
of peace, but is a distinct asset in the 
national preparation for an adequate de- 
fense against attack» 
the 
remainder 
furnishes at once products needed in thé 
healthy expansion of the chemical in- 
dustry of the country. 


"Less 
conspicuous and , spectacular, 
but- of far greater permanent value, is 
the impulse given 
to the manufacture 
on American soil, with American raw 
materials, of a variety of articles 
for 
which we have hitherto been dependent 
upon foreign skill and enterprise. 
In a 
more or less uncomrortable 
way, we 
have suddenly been brouglit to r««pgniïe 
the unvisdom, the folly, of 
shipping 
vast amounts of the cnide material of 
our 
farms, 
forests and 
mines 
S.OOO 
miles across the ocean, and buying -H- 
back in a manufactured formv a t .

vastly enhanced price.

wise come to recognize the absurdity of 
allowing many natura! products of «lé 
tropics, of South America, of the Far 
Kafit, to find their way to Europe, and 
of paying foreign intelligence and skill 
to transform them into articles o f daily 
need In our lives.

ORDINANCE FOR RUDISILL IN. 


Comptroller Riecommends Appropriation 
to Pave Boulevard. 


At the regular session of 
the city 
council, Tuesday eveniiig, there was in- 
troduced with the recommendation of 
City Comptroller W. C. Baade an ordi- 
nance to appropiate $4,268.10 to pay 
for the street intersection in the paving 
of Rudisill 
boulevard 
from 
Calhoun 
street to Broadway. 
The money is to 
come from the park board général fund 
for 1916. The park board sent a com- 
munication to the comptroller and the 
coimcil • stating its belief that the city 
should pay for the intersections, but 
pleading the utmost necessity for put- 
ting tho street in commission. 
It is 
planned to grade the street this fall 
and pave it in the ^ring with a bitu- 
minous macadam pavement that it is 
thought will answer for many years on 
that thoroughfare. 
The ordinance was 
referred to the committees on finance 
and parks, public buildings and grounds. 


Many côuncilmen were in favor of 
suspending the rules to pass an ordi- 
nance declaring the paving of Lake ave- 
nue from a point twenty-five feet east 
of the west line of Anthony boulevard 
to the west line of Lakeside park addi- 
tion a public necessity, but some were 
in favor of holding the matter open 
until the, resident property owners can 
have a hearing. 
Otto E. Fuelber, attor- 
ney for some of the property owners, 
telephoned that he could not be present. 
The matter was refered to the commit- 
tee of the whole, Avhich will meet to 
consider-the ordinance and hear the op- 
position -next 
Tuesday evening. 
The 
proposal to pave this part of Lake ave- 
nue to connect the present pavement 
of that thoroughfare with the tarvia- 
paved Maysville highway has been twice 
killed by remonstrance befofe the board 
of works, which body has appealed to 
the council. 
The coimcil is now iman- 
imously in 'favor of passing the ordi- 
nance, but some believe there is no oc- 
casion for great haste, inasmuch as the 
matter is certain to be carried to the 
courts. 


The coimcil referred to the committee 
on finance an ordinance to appropriate 
$6,000 from the general fund to the 
street repair account, to the sam^ com- 
mittee an ordinance requiring the city 
treasurer to file a bond of $100.000, and 
the committees on finance and parks, 
public buildings and grounds an ordi- 
nance approving a contract between the 
park board and Dietrick F. and Ida 
Selling for the transfer of Sieling park 
to the city.

French financial commission heard to- 
day that G^erman agents,- alarmed at 
the momentum gained in the past few 
days by the movement to lend Great 
Britain and France a billion dollars to 
be spent for supplies here, had instituted 
a country-wide campaign against the 
flotation of the proposed credit loan. 


Some of these agents, the commission 
was informed, were known as men who 
had furthered the spread of the (îerman 
propaganda during the presence in this 
country of Dr. Bernhard Demberg. Who 
furnished the finances to maintain these 
agents was a matter which aroused the 
interest of the. commissioners. 
Accord- 
ing to information which came to the 
commissioners of the German attack 
on the proposed loan was launched from 
the cover of American citizens of Ger- 
man parentage, nativity or sympathies, 
although in reality these citizens were 
not the prime movers in the agitation. 


The attack included not only the neg- 
ative stand in refusing to participate, 
which the agitators hope will be taken 
by banks with large lists of German- 
American depositors, it was reported, 
but embraced extreme measures agaimst 
any banks with Grerman-American de- 
positors helping in any way to finance 
the loan. 


Withdrawals Planned. 


This campaign, according to reports 
from sources regarded as reliable, con- 
templated heavy withdrawals, wholesale 
in extent, from banks participating in 
the loan, as an expression of the dis- 
pleasure of pro-German depositors. An- 
other method which was reported to be 
in favor with those opposing the flota- 
tion of the loan was the proposal to 
float a similar loan for Germany. 
The 
amount of the proposed German ..loan 
the commission heard was to be half a 
billion dollars. 
Ij^ was designed, accord- 
ing to their information, not a bonafide 
move to place that great sum at the 
disposal of the German empire here for 
Germany, unable to import American 
products, could not spend it, but purely 
as an embarrassmént 
to

If half a billion 
dollars of Américain inoney were tied 
up in this loan the proponents of the 
plan were imderstood to believe it woiJd

PROTESTS AT WHITE HOUSE. 


Michigan Man Forécasts Trouble if Loan 
is Made. 


Washington, 
Sept. 
15.—Protests 
against the Anglo-French credit loan 
being negotiated in this country were 
received at' the white house today in tel- 
egrams from various parts of the coun- 
try. 
One man in Michigan wired, that 
runs would be started on banks partici- 
pating in the loan and that panics would 
be precipitated. 
No indications of or- 
ganized opposition, however, have been 
made apparent here, officials assert. No 
protest or communication of any kind 
regarding the proposed loan has come 
from the German government so far as 
can be learned, and the American gov- 
ernment is said to have no present in- 
tention of interfering with the efforts 
of the Anglo-French banking commis- 
sion. 
OfBcials in close touch with tlie 
administration asserted that the quci- 
tion has not been formally considered 
either by President Wilson or Secretary 
Lansing. 
They held the view that in-

Drastic Method of Attack. 
Drastic method of attack, it was re- 
ported to the commission, was the ap- 
parent intention of the pro-German ele- 
ment to induce by persuasion or other- 
wise every bank or financier in tht Uni- 
ted States with German blood in his 
veins to oppose the participation of his 
hank in the flotation of the loan. This 
feature of the campaign, it was report- 
ed, had been systematized to a remark- 
able degree so that the name of every 
officer was said to be in the possession 
of those directing the agitation.

Indianapolis, Serf. 15.—The climato- 
logical service of w e local weather bu- 
reau has issued the following summary 
of weather and crop conditions in In- 
diana for the week ending Tuesday : 


"The week throughout the state was 
the warmest of the present season, with 
the exception of those ending July 20 
and August 3, which were of hut slight- 
ly higher temperature. 
Hie nights as 
well as the days were warm, in con- 
trast to the conditions of the few pre- 
vious warm weeks, and the days gen- 
erally were marked'^by much bright sun- 
shine. 
As a result com progressed sat- 
isfactorily toward maturity, but 
the 
crop is still greener than usual for this 
time of year. 
Tomatoes, which have 
been backward on account of ftie cool, 
wet weather, are now reported as of 
good quality and ripening rapidly, and 
are being delivered to caaineries in in- 
creasing quantities. 
Other truck crops 
are excellent as a rule, but there is a 
shortage of melons, and 
potatoes 
in 
some localities show continued tendency 
toward rotting. 
Cloverseed 
is 
scant, 
but pastures and meadows are generally 
good, although in a few sections grass 
is reported as becoming short. 
Moder- 
ate showers' occurred in most parts of 
the state except the southwest counties 
on the 8th and lOth. 
In the latter sec- 
lion the ground is becoming dry, but, 
as a whole, «he week was one of the 
most favorable of the growing season 
to date."

War is Costing England 
About $17,500,000 a Day 


London. Sept. IS.—The seventh vote 


of credit since the outbreak of the war, 
bringing up tbe total to £12112.000.000 
($0.310,000,000). was moved in the house 
of commons this afternoon by Premier 
Asquith. The amount asked for today 
was £250,000,000 (.$1,250.000.000). 


The premier 
also 
announced that 


nearly :i.000.000 men had enlisted. He 
made this statement in reviewing the 
financial and military situations so far 
as military exigencies permitted, but 
this requirement necessit-iitcd in many 
instances only vague references to the 
trend of events. 


The growing expendituvs for the war 


were emphasized by the premier. 
He 


said the average d&ily cost from April 
1 to the end of June wns £2.700.000 
($13.500.000): from July 1 to 17, -OV 
000.000; from July IS to Sept. 11, ,£3,- 
SOO.OOO. or about $17,500.000 
a day. 


Thng the total for this period in round 
figures is £500.000.00(1. There has been 
repaid £50.000.000 to the Bank of Eng- 
land, £30.000,000 has been lent to for- 
eign governments and £28,000,000 lent 
to the dominions. 


Mr. Asquith estimated that, the week-
